Granum War Veteran Suicides 


Granum, Alta., May 29.— Be- 
comiug deranged in his mind, Rob- 
ert Emmit, a well-known Granum 
resident, committed suicide on May 
26 last by taking a quantity of gopher 
poison at Travis Bros.’ ranch. 

The deceased, who worked for 
Bob Hermon for a number of years, 
has been in an unsettled state for 
some six months past, and-on May 
25 he walked out to Travis Bros.’ 
ranch arriving there at night time 
He woke thé oceupants up and then 
to the stables for 
when Dan McDonald went to feed 
the horses in the morning, he found 
the stable door barred ou the inside. 
He called out and the door was op- 
ened, McDonald 
he found deceased, with loaded gun 
watching the manger, which he ap- 
parently thought was occupied by 
some imaginary enemy. McDonald 
at once went to the house, and ob- 
tained the assistance of the other oc- 
cupants, and deceased was persuad- 
ed to give up the gun. He was then 
taken into the house, and after a 
time appeared to regain his normal 
condition of mind, but later in the 
day, while the occupants of the house 
were busy, deceased obtained a bot- 
tle of gopher poison, Which he swal- 
lowed and soon after fell dead.

1, The competition shall be open to anyone living within a radius of 30 
miles from the Claresholm, Olds, or Vermilion Schools of Agriculture. 

2. The competition shall be open only to grade herds and shall commence 
Ist of April, 1915. and fresh cows will be admitted until Ist of June, 1915. 

3. The competition shall close 31st of January, 1916. 

4. All cows in the herd must be entered, but the final awards must be made 
on the average milk and butter fat produced ‘of the highest yielding 50 % of the 
cows in each herd provided six cows or over are entered in the contest. 

5. In herds of less than six cows the highest three cows shall be taken. 

6. A herd must consist of a minimum of three cows, 

~ 7. The test for each cow shall be started from the day she freshens and 
shall continue for a period of 240 days. 

8 Any cow freshening previous to April 1st may be started in the compet 
ition beginning April Ist. 

9. Scales and milk sheets will be supplied by the department of agriculture. - 

10. An inspector will be appointed to inspect the cows and weigh their milk
